Supervisor Lyle Jewell, Clerk Helen Spen- 
cer, Treasurer Dolores Haberland, and Trustees 
Betty Burden and Esther Joyce Mullin all will 
retain the offices they were elected to in Novem- 
ber of 1984. 


Supervisor ris Jewell received 94 votes for :

Treasurer Dolores Haberland received 77 
votes for recalling her and 169 votes against 
recalling her.

Ni for recalling her and 176 against recalling 

er. 

Voter turnout was high in Lovells Township 
with 241 persons casting ballots. About 68 per- 
cent of the 351 registered voters participated in 
the Tuesday election. 


Clerk Helen Spencer said the number of ac- 
tual eligible voters in the township may be lower 
than 351 because many people who have moved 
away permanently are still on the voting rolls. 

The chatdes against the five board members 
in the recall election dealt mainly with im- 
provements and additions worth about $33,000 to 
the township hall and fire hall. . 

There were six charges of misconduct 
placed on the ballot by Lovells residents 
requesting the recall. The five board members 
were given space on the ballot to-defend their ac- 
tions. 


The recall election cost the township an 
estimated $1,500. 

The voting results are not official until the 
county board of canvassers meet Wednesday at 1 
p.m. to certify results.

KCC Receives *200,000 for Video System 


Kirtland Community College received a 
$200,000 grant from the U.S. Dept. of Educa- 
tion October ist to start an interactive video 
system linking the college with eight sites in 
local school districts. - 

Steven Perry, KCC Dean of Executive 
Management Services, said the video 
system is probably the first one in the coun- 
try involving a college, intermediate school 
district, and K-12 school districts. 

The system will be developed over the 
next three years. KCC will be receiving a 
$200,000 grant each year for a total of 
$660,000 from the U.S. Dept. of Education. 
Most of the grant money will be spent for 
equipment and engineering services. 

The system will allow a program to be 
broadcast from a central studio at KCC to 
eight satellite sites. At each site there will 
probably be three screens and an audio 
hook-up. Not only will students be able to see 
the instructor broadcast from the central 
station, they will be able to talk with him or 
her, 

The students will be able to see the in- 
structor on one screen, other classreoms on 


another screen, and their own classroom on 
one screen. They will be able to see another 
student at a different satellite site ask ques- 
tions or demonstrate something. 

The satellite sites will be located in eight 
local school districts — Crawford AuSable, 
Gerrish-Higgins, Houghton Lake, West 
Branch, Mio, Fairview, Whittemore-Pres- 
cott, and Hale. 

The interactive video system will allow 
KCC to compliment their current class of- 
ferings. Before, if a class offered in Gray- 
ling, for example, only drew three persons, 
the college couldn’t afford to continue the 
class. Now, if each of the eight satellite sites 
had three persons interested in the class, 
that would be enough students to hold the 
class. 

Perry said initially KCC would probably 
offer advanced science, math, and language 
courses. Later on, Perry said KCC could of- 
fer more liberal arts courses or even hook 
up with a four-year institution to offer more 
upper level courses. 

“Only funding and your imagination limit 
what could be offered through this system,”’

said Perry. 

But he stressed that KCC was going to go 
slow in developing the system and do it 
right. ‘‘We want to crawl before we walk 
and walk before we run,”’ he said. 


It’s easy to see why KCC is excited about 
the interactive video system. Kirtland’s 
2300-square-mile district is the largest in the 
state. It’s a computer college with the 
average student making a fifty-mile round 
trip to the campus. 

The interactive video system won't 
replace any of the campus classes, but it 
will allow KCC to reach and offer additional 
classes in local schoo! districts. The system 


can also be used to reach the professional 
community and offer in-service and pro- 
fessional development seminars, 

The three-year plan for developing the 
system tentatively calls for hooking up two 
stations the first year and three stations 
each of the next two years. It’s possible a 
class may be offered over the system next 
fall at the first two satellite sites. 


Perry said the effort to start the inter- 
active video system was a bi-partisan ven- 
ture including everyone from state repre- 
sentatives to U.S. senators. Perry said all of 
the local school districts pulled together 
with COOR and KCC to support the project. 


Miaple Forest Township Looks 


For Supervisor Job Applicants 


Barbara Hunter is resigning as Maple 
Forest Township Supervisor and the town- 
ship board is looking for applicants to fill the 
position. 

Hunter was elected to a four-year term in 
November, 1984. Her resignation is effective 
November 21, 1985. The Maple Forest Town- 
ship Board may appoint a person to fill the 
position until an election can be held. 

The supervisor position in Mapte Forest is 


a combined job with the assessor position. 
In other townships, a supervisor is responsi- 
bie for the tax assessment rolls but often has 
an assessor on the staff. 

Maple Forest is the least populated town- 
ship in Crawford and has only 239 registered 
voters. 

Maple Forest Township residents have 
until Monday, October 28, to subrnit their 
applications to the township board. 


Revenue Sharing Cuts 


Loom Ahead for County 


The end to federal revenue sharing is ap- 
proaching, Jim Moran, an aide for Senator 
Carl Levin, told Crawford County Com- 
missioners at their September 26th board 
meeting, 

Moran said federal revenue sharing would 
probably be cut 25 percent next year and 100 
percent the foliowing year. For Crawford 
County, that means an approximately 
$90,000 loss for their 1986 budget year and an 
approximately $200,000 loss for their 1987 
budget year. 

Commissioners said county services will 
likely have to be reduced if there is no other 
way to generate revenue to offset the loss. 


One possible alternative for extra funds 
the commissioners will took into is through 
the U.S. Dept. of Defense. Commissioner 
Jeannette Kitchen requested an updated 
report on the county’s law enforcement acti- 
vities involving Camp Grayling. She asked 
to have the report sent to the U.S. Senate to 
try to obtain financial assistance from the 
defense department. 


In 1984, there were 185 incidents at Camp 
Grayling sheriff deputies were sent to, 
Figures were unavailable concerning the 
number of National Guards or Army per- 
sonnel involved in traffic accidents or other 
incidents requiring county services. 

The county had requested assistance from 
the defense department before and aii 
estimate of $60,000 was reached to compen- 
sate the county for services to military per- 
sonnel each year. The county never 
received any money, however. 

Commission chairperson Mary Harland 
said they are going to need all the co-opera- 
tion they can receive from Senator Levin to 
obtain any money. 

At the same September 26th meeting, a 
truth in taxation public hearing was held 
with only seven persons from the public at- 
tending. Without the truth in taxation 
hearing, the county would have had to roll 
back millage that amounted to $48,912 in 
revenues for the county, $5,004 in revenues 
for Dial-A-Ride, $1,669 in revenues for the 
Commission on Aging.

watched the Timberliner pull into Grayling, and 
watched the many people who disembarked to take 
in our surroundings...so, with that, we reprint last 
year’s corner on our feelings... 

As the passengers streamed off the train and 
started to wander down main street brought back 
the thought of the snow trains as they would arrive 
for a Sunday of winter fun, or just fun in the north 
country...also a nostalgia sight was the busses lined 
up by the depot, the Holiday Inn LeCoache bus and 
Ray’s Canoe Livery bus were on hand to take any of 
the visitors someplace else if they wished.,.these 
buses replaced the stake trucks that used to meet 
the snow trains to take the people out to the park...

You have to wonder sometimes at the at- 
titudes expressed by some elected public 
officials when they get in a pinch. 

Several examples have appeared in 
public print recently; reflecting what ap- 
pears to be somewhat cavalier attitudes by 
elected officials toward other public of- 
ficials, or — worse yet — toward the voters 
who elected them. 

TAKE FOR example District Judge 
David Gee, in Livingston County, who was 
involved in the highly visible and highly 


~ emotional Shawn Moore kidnap and mur- 


der case near Brighton. 

Police officials had a suspect, but didn’t 
have enough evidence for a warrant imme- 
diately, so they let him go. The suspect 
went to Florida, but police officers were on 
the same plane, and kept him under sur- 
veilance in Florida. Eventually, police 
figured they had enough data to make a 


' warrant stand up, so they went to Judge 
. Gee to get one issued. 


However, they were a bit late, and the 
judge had gone to lunch. The subsequent 
delay in the warrant issuance was blamed 


_ by police in permitting the suspect to elude 


officers in Florida. Fortunately the 
suspect was picked up a day or so later 
anyway. 

Judge Gee apparently figured he did no 
wrong. 

“They promised to get it to me before 
noon,” he explained in the press. ‘If they 
don’t have it ready, that’s not my problem. 
I could work through my lunch hour every 
day if I waited for their problems. 

OR TAKE FOR another example State 
Sen. Harry DeMaso of Battle Creek. 

Sen. DeMaso apparently scheduled a 
trip to South Africa for himself and an 
assistant, with expenses for transportation 
and hotel being paid by the South African 
government, which is at the center of one 
of today’s hottest world crises. But 
abruptly Sen. DeMaso cancelled the 
arrangements. 

Why was he going to South Africa in the 


| first place, and why did he cancel? Nobody 


knows — except Sen. DeMaso. And he’s not 
talking. 
“T don’t have to give a reason why,” 


State high school test results from the 
American College Test (ACT), one, of two 
major college admission examinations, 


_ showed the average Michigan high school 


student scoring higher than the national 
average. 

Coupled with results released earlier 
showing the average state student scoring 
higher than the national average on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT), Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction Phillip 
Runkel said the two results (reveal the 
results of continuing improvements in 
Michigan schools.” 

The 1984-85 test results from the more 
than 66,500 students that took the ACT, five 
times the number that took the SAT, show- 
ed that the average state result among 
high school graduates was 18.9, up from 
the 1983-84 average of 18.8 and over the 
national average of 18.6.

AS ONE MORE example, take a look at 
U.S. Rep. Dan Daniel of Virginia, who was 
cited by the self-styled citizens lobby 
Common Cause as having accepted 
frequent trips to his district aboard a plane 
owned by an aircraft firm, while pushing 
legislation for the Pentagon to spend $57 
million to buy 24 aircraft from the same 
firm. House rules prohibit members from 
accepting gifts of more than $100 a year 
from lobbyists or anyone with a direct in- 
terest in legislation. 

A newspaper in Richmond, Va., asked 
Rep. Daniel if he knew whether he had 
complied with the gift limitation. He 
responded: 

“T really don’t, and the truth of the mat- 
ter is, I don’t care.” 

LITTLE THINGS? Perhaps. Important 

things? Maybe not. 
_ Maybe a district judge need not concern 
himself with the problems of - the 
prosecutor, even though the case involved 
has struck to the marrow in the entire 
community, and has involved hundreds of 
police officers and countless volunteers. 

Maybe a state senator doesn’t have to 
tell his constituents why he wanted to go to 
one of the wor!d’s toughest trouble spots, 
with most expenses paid by the beleagured 
government which has come under strong 
criticism and censure from throughout the 
world, or explain to the folks who elected 
him why he changed his plans. 

Maybe a congressman shouldn’t bother 
to care whether he has violated rules of the 
House, regardless of how it looks. 

Maybe, as so many observers hasten to 
point out, the people really don’t care in 
the first place. And maybe talking to the 
press is not the same as talking to the 
people, either. 

But all three cases cited here — and 
many others which pop up all too frequent- 
ly — smack of an attitude of self-righteous- 
ness which is unbecoming in a public offi- 
cial.

Austin reported that the only expense in- 
curred by the state to participate in the 
system was the purchase of a receiving 
terminal which costs approximately $400. 

“The disclosure of campaign related 
finances plays two significant roles in our 
electoral process,” he said. 

Austin said first the system increases 
the quality of information reaching 
citizens, giving voters a complete account- 
ing of the various interests supporting 
those seeking office, and second, cam- 
paign finance disclosure laws provide an 
effective and clearly visible deterrent 
against corruption in politics. | 

The disclosure system was made 
possible through a cooperate effort be- 
tween the Michigan Department of State 
and the federal commission, Austin said. 

The state’s election division also 
receives all campaign finance disclosure 
reports filed by state candidates and 
committees under Michigan’s Campaign 
Finance Act. 

Michigan is the ninth state in the country 
to participate in the disclosure system.

Senior Citizens Victims of 
lliegal Insurance Salesmen 


Senior citizens in the area 
are being contacted by in- 
surance salesmen who offer 
to ‘explain changes in Medi- 
care” and want to sell them 
additional medical insuran- 
ce, according to Len Con- 
nolly, District Manager of 
the Traverse City Social 
Security Office. 

Seniors have complained 
that the salesmen will not 
identify which company they 
represent. At least one has 
said his company had ob- 
tained the names of seniors 
by purchasing a list from the 
Social Security Administra- 
tion. 

Connolly has 
reminders for seniors: 

(1) Social Security records 

are strictly confidential, and 
no company or individual 
can obtain information about 
you without your consent. 
_ (2) Neither Social Security 
nor Medicare have people 
who make routine visits to 
people’s hornes for the pur- 
pose of explaining Medicare, 
People who need informa- 
tion about Medicare can 
simply phone any Social 
Security office, or use the 
Medicare toll free number 
(From area code 616, call 1- 
800-442-8020. From area code 
517, dial 1-800-322-0607. 

(3) If anyone calls at your 
home and says, or infers, 
that he or she is from ‘“‘Social 
Security” or ‘Medicare’,

.ask for identification. All 


Social Security employees 
carry U.S. Government I.D. 
witha picture. 

(4) Social Security does 
not sell insurance, nor do we 
recommend any particular 
insurance as a supplement to 
the Medicare program. 

(5) Before buying any 
supplemental insurance, 
talk over the policy and the 
decision with a friend or 
relative. If the salesperson is 
not willing to allow the time 
to do this, you may not want 
the policy anyway. 

(6) If the salesperson asks 
for an immediate large 
premium payment, be 
suspicious! 

Medicare does not pay all 
medical expenses, and there 
are deductibles and copay- 
ment amounts not covered, 
so many peaple do have a 
legitimate need for some 
type of supplement insuran- 
ce in addition to Medicare.

Doodies From 
The Tall Timber 


By Wendell L. Hoover 


The number of mush- 
rooms, toadstools or fungi 
that is now growing in the 
area is almost over- 
whelming. I’ve been asked 
which are and are not edible. 
The Shaggy Mane and the 
Puff Ball are edible accord- 
ing to those who really know 
mushrooms. The Shaggy 
Mane must be used very 
soon after picking or else it 
turns into a black, sticky- 
inky mess. The Puff Ball 
should be peeled and cut 
open before cooking. If any 


discoloration at all is 
present, that specimen 
should be discarded. 


The real danger of the fall 
mushrooms lies in the fact 
that while there are 
numerous edible mushrooms 
there are some poisonous 
look alikes. For example, in 
the Amanita species there 
are one or two that are said 
to be edible, but the Amanita 
as a group are extremely 
poisonous and therefore not 
recommended for eating. 

To properly identify most 
of the fall mushrooms it is 
necessary to make a spore 
print. While two mushrooms 
may look the same the spore 
prints will reveal their true 
identity. The spore deposit 
from the Amanita is white 
even if the gills on the under- 
side of the cap is not white. 

To make a spore print, 
handle the specimen very 
carefully. Cut the stem off 
very close to the cap which is 
placed gill side down on a 
black piece of paper. Cover 
the cap with a bowl and let it 
remain covered for an hour 
or so. When the bowl and cap 
are removed from the paper 
a thin white deposit should 
be apparent if the mushroom 
is an Amanita. It is said that 
the destroying angel 
(Amanita) and its relatives 
cause a higher percentage 
of deaths than do rattlesnake 
bites.

Michigan and Crawford 
County are well represented 
in the presence of members 
of the weasel family 
(Mustelidae). Martens, fish- 
ers, skunks, mink, otters, 
badgers and three species of 
weasels are all found in the 
State. Though we refer to 
Michigan as the ‘‘Wolverine 
State’, there are no wild 
members of this largest 
weasel species in the state, 
and there is doubt that there 
ever was. 

The weasel family is 
economically important, as 
both an asset and a debit. On 
the positive side, trappers 
seek out mink, otters, 
fishers, martens and 
badgers for their hides. (The 
latter three are completely 
protected in Michigan.) 
Skunks and weasels (some- 
times referred to as ermine) 
are also incidentally taken 
by trappers, but their main 
impact is on the negative 
side. 

Skunks with their most ef- 
fective defensive 
mechanism are found just 
about everywhere. City 
dwellers and rural folks 
alike get them in garbage 
cans, garages and under 
houses. Weasels prey on 
every living thing they can 
catch and kill. When a 
weasel finds himself in the 
presence of a number of 
creatures which he con- 
siders natural prey, he will 
kill them all. If this is a 
mouse nest or a rat colony, 
we consider it a boon. If, 
however, this fierce little 
critter is in a poultry yard 
and kills all the chickens we 
feel differently. 

Seldom seen, the Musteli- 
dae are quite important to 
many people throughout our
